The Class of 1959 comes to graduation as 
the first product of the new Hollins. Two 
hundred and fifty strong our freshman year, 
increasing the college's enrollment by over 
a hundred, we were the first inhabitants of 
Randolph, the first users of the Fishburn 
library, the first worshipers in the Jessie 
Ball duPont Chapel. Widening the scope 
of the school by our very numbers, we have 
watched it grow in other ways—expansion 
of departments, the institution of a 
graduate program, the relaxation of social 
regulations. 

Too young to cling to what Hollins was 
before and too soon to rest on what it will 
become, we have stretched with her during 
one of her greatest periods of expansion. 
As a result of this the class, as the college 
has, at times, split over the "finishing school 
or university" question. Tradition has been 
a controversial word among us and we have 
been accused of flagrantly disregarding its 
discipline. In the final analysis, however, 
the class has followed the example of the 
college, sifting the body of traditional be¬ 
lief and practice for those lasting principles 
which are the necessary basis of a new and 
more liberal Hollins student and Hollins 
college.

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The Executive Council exists f«»r the student body os a 
channel of direct communication with faculty and Administra¬ 
tion and among themselves. The students by their presence in 
the Association form the over-all policy of the group, and it is 
" Exec’s ” function to interpret, express, and act upon this policy. 
In 1058-50, the goal of “Exec” was to evaluate the Hollins 
intellectual climate and to initiate stimulating and educational 
programs. With this in mind, the Council sponsored a lecture 
series, requested the addition of a “great issues'* course to the 
curriculum, and invited a Negro student to speak on “Two 
Southern Colleges, our Mutual Problems.” A study of stu¬ 
dent’s use of the library was a major project of the year, in 
addition to the Council’s constitutional duties of making ap¬ 
pointments and holding elections. Analysis of the election 
system resulted in a fundamental alteration in the nominating 
process. 

At its fiist meeting, “Exec” accepted a request from the 
newspaper that a reporter be present at all meetings. This 
unique action and the establishment of a Suggestion Box in the 
dining room increased communication between Exec and the 
student body. As a result, student expression created ideas and 
realistic goals which were put into action by their Executive 
Council.

The members of the Joint legislature began the 
year by completely reorganizing this branch of Student 
Government. By deleting such ambiguities as emergency 
petitions and establishing constitutionally that the legisla¬ 
ture itself would decide the time at which new legislation 
should become law, tile members of the Joint Legislature 
provided themselves and the students with a more effec¬ 
tive and efficient body than had existed before. Free of an 
outdated framework, Joint Leg became more responsive 
to student ideas and needs and gave attention to issues 
uppermost in student minds. 

By use of its new power of member initiation of 
legislation, the Legislature revised the entire Social 
Regulation Section of the student handbook. 

Student-submitted petitions dealing with everything 
from cars to chapel cuts were deliberated by the Joint 
legislature during its 105H-1U59 session. Interested 
galleries provided other evidence of the greater effective¬ 
ness of the legislative branch. The greater effectiveness 
and efficiency made possible by a structural reorganization 
constitute the main success and contribution of the 195N- 
1951) Joint legislature.

HONOR COURT 

This has been a year of evaluation and broaden¬ 
ing of scope for Honor Court, the higher body of 
the judicial Branch of Student Government. The 
court has in the past dealt solely with cases in¬ 
volving academic dishonesty, lying, theft, and 
serious social violations which damage (he repu¬ 
tation of the school. However, a new area was 
added to the jurisdiction of the court this year— 
that of constitutional interpretation. Though 
still in an embryonic stage, this has possibilities 
of assuming a primary importance. 

A major part of re-evaluation was accomplished 
in a questionnaire given to the student body con¬ 
cerning the honor system. Honor Court is ad¬ 
justing to the needs of a growing community in 
attempting to maintain a balance between the 
needs of the individual student and those of the 
school as a whole.
